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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a 
known  producers  of  brass  mill  products  and  copper-based 
powder  products  and  a  95-percent  sample  of  producers  of  wire 
mill  products.  The  figures  represent  total  U.S.  shipments  of 
copper-base  mill  and  foundry  products.
